2/06/09  Treasurer's  Report

3/06/09  Brackenber  Research  Excavations 
Martin  R  updated  the  committee. 

The  geophysical  survey  on  Brackenber  Moor  30th  March- 1st  April  2009  had  been  exciting. 
Three  sites  had  been  identified,  a  possible  enclosure  at  Coupland  Beck,  a  possible  Roman 
signal  station  on  Brakenber  Moor  and  an  earthwork,  which  was  inspected  visually  but  not 
surveyed  at  Coupled  Beck.  The  three  sites  would  merit  further  evaluation.  English  Heritage 
is  interested  and  might,  in  the  future,  help  with  funding  further  evaluation.  Martin  gave  the 
committee  two  copies  of  the  written  report,  Richard  to  send  one  to  CWAAS,  and  one  on  disc 
for  Martin  J  to  add  to  the  web  site. 

Phase  2  excavation  is  scheduled  for  the  18th-  25th  July  2009,  the  first  week  of  the  Festival  of 
British  Archaeology.  Application  forms  were  sent  out  in  the  June  Newsletter.  Martin  is 
currently  resolving  a  possible  hitch  in  having  access  to  a  caravan.
